observe,  that  of  all  the  Magistrates  of  the  metropolie,  the  City  Ma* 
gistrates  are  the  worst.  They  generally  give  ns  the  idea  of/toeu 
utterly  blind  of  understandiDg,  who  are  led  by  the  quibblio|^  derks^ 
af  sigbtleei  beggars  am  by  their  curs.  Intelligent  Magistralee  eodaa* 
vour  to  evade  the  errovt  of  the  law;  thM  give  the  meet  examl  effee| 
to  them,  feeling  that  they  mutt  go  by  the  leticr,  or  cannot  foal  aU?

Cripple^te  hsd  had  an  accession  of  fonr 
hew  Commbo-Couuolmtn  lately,  and  he  was  sorry  to  see  that  o«c  oj'  tkeir 
jfrs/  acts  was  to  nudes  war  upon  the  poor  creatures  who  sell  fruit  and  other 
lUtle  tkings  m  tit*  street.'  Thuy  h^  pasted  a  resolution  for  clearing  the 
paibh  of  all  aialU  and  other  nuisances,  and  they  had  just  appointed  a  new 
pUect-kceper  to  carry  this  into  cffkct.  The  law  certainly  warranted  then 
lU  doiM  what  they  had  determined,  but  tkep  had  chosen  a  most  unfsrtmnata 
time  qf  the  pear  to  carry  tksir  rts^Hiion  into  efect  r  for  to  what  could  the 
J»Nryp««pi»,  thus  suddenly  deprived  of  their  way  of  obtaining  a  livcU- 
pood,  turn  themtelvn  for  support,  and  what  nngM  they  onffar  at  this 
mefemeot^ season!  As  to  the  new  Street-keeper,  be  that  day  irnued  a 
wmmont  i^nst  him  for  ve^  wantonly,  cutting  the  string  bV  wnich  a  poor 
^waan,  wbooi  he  was  driviog  about,  had  suspended  a  badtet  of  threads 
tod  taMi,  all  which  goods  were,  in  conseqneoce,  thrown  into  the  dirt  and 
spoiled.  Now,  the  woman  clearly  could  not  be  prevented  from  walking 
•boot  witk  a  basket  before  her.

dwtr  three  rooms  had  dwindled  into  two  and  a  bit.  The  gaiety  of  the  two 
Booms,  illuminated  by  the  strongest  light,  but  the  more  contrasted  the 
deep  gloom  in  which  that  bit  of  the  South  Room  was  enveloped,  and  my 
party  and  mjrself  sincerely  pitied  thosa  unhappy  wights  whose  productions 
were  there  remaining  as  foils  to  their  more  favoured  neighbours.'

German  Ihuiiance.^Specimem  of  its  Chief  Authors^  with  Notices  Crsti* 

cal  and  Biographical.  Bp  the  Translator  qf  **  Wdh^m  Meister,** 

If  the  devoti^  be  spontaneous  and  unaffected,  we  would  at  any 
time  rather  recognise  a  worshipper  than  a  critic  in  the  transliUor  of 
works  of  imagination  ;  and  such,  we  apprehend,  is  the  p^etter*tm  of 
these  pleasant  volumes.  That  the  majority  of  even  cultivated  Eng¬ 
lish  readers  will  share  in  the  enthusiasm  therein  displayed  in  fiivottr 
of  the  School  of  Genius  from  which  these  specimens  are  exclusively 
selected,  is  doubtful;  but  few  will  escape  being  partially  carried 
away  by  the  eloquence  with  which  it  it  manifested.  Our  own  tem¬ 
perament  is  possibly  rather  a  cold  one ;  but  while  fretjuenlly  led  to 
differ  from  much  or  the  remark,  both  direct  and  incidetital,  which 
prefaces  these  stories,  we  have  been  disturbed  more  Chao  once  by 
the  mental  flow  and  impressive  special  pleading  by  which  we  have 
been  conjured  to  partieijMto  in  what  we  deem  an  excessive  tribute  to 
a  pecuiiar  and  fantastic  line  of  excellence. 

The  tales  which  occupy  the  work  before  us  are  from  the  pens  o 
Muswus,  Tibeke,  La  Motte  Fouqud,  Richter,  Hoffman,  and 
Goethe,  specimens  from  each  of  which  Writers  are  introduced  *  by  a 
biographical  and  critical  notice  of  his  literary  character  and  preten¬ 
sions.  With  the  exception  of  Goethe,  whose  title  to  a  place  in  the 
front  rank  of  genius  is  pretty  generally  conceded,  we  suspect  that 
until  within  these  few  years,  little  beyond  the  names  of  the  other 
parties  have  been  known  out  of  Germany.  Such  being  the  case,  when 
we  hear  of  highly>gifred,  curious,  and  intelligent  spirits,  soaring  into 
the  most  rarified  regions  of  imagination,  and  weaving  its  most  gauz^ 

I  elements  into  textures  of  exquisite  fancy  and  brilliancy,  we  natu¬ 
rally  look  for  something  in  the  specimens  which  will  bear  out,  or  at 
least  partially  countenance  the  eulogium.  -Without  denying  the 
I  merit  more  or  less  of  all  the  Tales  in  the  present  collectioo,  and 
many  others  from  the  same  originals,  we  are  scarcely  aware  that 
one  of  them,  if  sent  to  a  British  leading  magaxine,  would  ex¬ 
tort  two  pages  of  special  admiration  from  any  quarter  whatsoever. 
While  thus  observing,  we  allow  all  the  difficulty  of  duly  transfusing 
foieign,  and  especially  German  mind ;  neither  are  we  blind  to  thk 
strong  flashes  of  human  fancy  and  feeling,  by  which  its  mysticism 
and  waywardneu  are  occasionally  illuminated.  We  even  scarcely 
deem  ourselvee  intitled  to  demur  to  the  extreme  of  panegyric  upon 
great  performtnees  that  are  unknown  to  us ;  but,  in  nonetl  truth,  wc 
ere  not  prepared  to  mix  up  the  name  of  every  German  dabbler  m 
legendary  lore  and  wild  phantasmagoiii^  with  Uiose  of  Shaktpeare, 
Spenser,  Cervantes,  and  mental  giants  of  that  calibre^  or  to  aeeept 
the  testimony  of  a  few  eccentric  sallies  of  bomeor  or  imagiiiatioo  m 
establishment  of  so  much  pretenrioo. 

If  thus  doubtful  as  to  the  affirmative  side  of  the  question,  still  lets 
can  wt  agree  to  the  propriety  of  exdudihg  every  kind  of  exeeBence, 
nettonal  or  otherwise,  from  •  comparative  portion  of  our  eetcem.

LiiEmTT  ov  THB  Pbbu. — We  have  more  than  once  (aaya  the  Globe) 
had  occasion  to  notice  the  resistance  of  the  judicial  authorities  in  France 
to  the  attacks  of  the  Gos'ernment  on  the  Liberty  of  the  Press.  We  are 
happy  to  be  able  to  record  an  instance  of  similar  conduct  on  tha  part  of 
a  body  of  English  Judges— the  Supreme  Court  of  Bombay,  who  have 
disallowed  a  Regulation  for  the  auppression  of  the  freedom  of  printing, 
which  waa  passed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  of  that  Presidency.  The 
regulstion  was  similar  to  that  registered  in  Calcutta  by  Sir  F.  Mae* 
naghten  fal  the  tim^  the  only  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  there,)  and 
coetlrmed  on  appeal  before  the  Privy  Council.— We  have  been  favoured 
by  ike  Editor^  the  Orhnt<tl  Herald^  to  whom  the  judgment  delivered  in 
(he case  has  been  transmitted,  with  a  copy  of  this  valuable  document.  Of 
the  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Sir  E.  West  (the  Chief)  and  Mr 
Justice  Chambers  coucurrad  in  disallowing  the  regulation.  Mr  Justice 
Rice  would  have  allowed  it.  The  language  of  thia  Judge,  however,  it 
will  be  seen,  it  not  lesa  remarkable  than  that  of  his  colleagues,  for  he 
dors  not  hesitate  to  say, that,  aa  far  as  his  own  opinion  went,  the  regu¬ 
lation,  even  at  Calcutta,  was  inexpedient,  as  well  as  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  England,  though,  on  the  question  of  expediency,  he  thought  fit 
to  defer  to  the  Government ;  and  on  that  of  the  repugnancy,  to  the  appel¬ 
late  authority.  He  aaya— ^  I  have  read  the  case  of  the  press  of  India 
l^fore  the  King  in  Council;  but  still  I  think  the  clause  as  to  the  change 
in  the  proposed  rule  is  repugnant  to  the  law  of  England,— -and  that  policy 
and  does  not,  require  it.  It  is  argued,  1  think,  too  much  at  if  the 
nativea  had  been  at  all  affected  by  lha  licentiousiiesa  of  tha  press;  the 
Qtischief  in  Culoutla  was  wholly,  I  think,  confined  to  the  Bngluht  and 
^  poreuadedt  have  remedied  iieelf.  Considering,  as  I  do,  that 
me  liberties  of  England  are  part  of  the  law  of  the  land,  and  that  they 
«pend  on  ike  freedom  of  the  press,  /  eannot  eencctoe  how  a  Hcenee,  mhiek 
w  to  stop  Its  month  and  stifie  ite  oafee,  can  be  emtUient  with,  and  not 
repugnant  to,  the  law  of  Eng  land.**

England,  according  tg 
the  same  uble  will  raise  this  year  a  sum  of  I,410jOOO/XX),  but  the  interest 
of  ill  debt  being  IbOfiOOJOOO,  there  will  remain  660,000/)00  for  the  pub¬ 
lic  expenses.  For  this  reason  the  budget  for  every  branch  of  the  public 
service  ia  smaller,  with  a  few  exceptions,  than  tuat  which  is  ai lotted  to 
(lie  tame  branch  by  tba  French  Cfiambers.  It  appears  (hat,  on  an  ave¬ 
rage,  the  Freacbman  contributes  11  per  cent,  of  his  Income  to  the  public 
expenditure,  while  tlie  Englishman  oootribu(et26  per  oenf.— i!f/e//s.

The  Court  (said  the  Attofney-Ueneral)  poasessed  the  power  which  it  was 
now  call^  upon  to  exercise, — undoubtedly  a  great  power ;  but  it  was  one 
given  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  by  the  constitution  of  the  country,  and  bis 
Lordship  would  be  a  traitor  to  the  King,  of  whom  he  was  the  delegate,  if  he 
refused  to  exercise  it  when  called  upon  by  circumstances  to  do  so, — He 
contended  tliat  Mr  Wellesley's  pecuniary  circumstances  were  such  as  might 
make  tiim  unfit  for  the  guardianship  of  bis  children.  He  might  either

brothers  I  Upon  this  point  he  agreed  with  Mr  Wellesley,  that  sueiv  a  lUpm 
ration  would  be  cruel.  When  he  looked  at  tbe  whole  of  Mr  Weltaaliy^ 
conduct  towards  Mri  Bligh,  and  towards  htscbildretty  be  could  oania  to  oM 
determination  only.  Bcmre  he  expressed  that  determinatiom,  ha  must  lalfa 
an  opportunity  01  saying,  that  Mr  Wellesley  had  heaw  ubneeasaarily  trt^ 
duced  before  the  publip,  end  that  much  more  than  was  true  had  been  Said 
of  him.  He  hoped  that  no  person  then  present  would  enteitahi  any  otbdr 
feeling  bnt  that  of  regret  at  these  melancholy  transactions.

their  will  and  caprice,  on  pain  of  a  “  drubbing”  from  the  defendau^,  if 
ihtv  hesitated  to  perform  whatever  mischief  was  set  afloat  by  their  seniors, 
it  ooasequenca  of  this  state  of  insubordination  in  his  school -room,  the 
pehoohnater  declared  that  he  was  treated  like  a  mere  cipher,  the  youngsters 
not  unfieqiieBlly  flinginc  books  at  his  bead,  when  seated  at  his  desk  exam- 
Ding  the  questions  he  had  previously  set  them  in  Walkinghame's  Arith- 
jaetie,  and  they  generally  managed  to  play  their  tricka  on  him  with  such 
qmckoesf  and  dexterity,  that  be  seldom  or  ever  detected  the  offender.  He, 
however,  well  knew  the  defendanta  were  at  the  bottom  of  all  this  anar^y 
Mul  carder  in  the  school,  from  various  ctrcurasiances.  On  the  preceding 
day,  the  defendant  Ford  behaved  in  so  refractory  a  manner,  that  it  was  abso- 
bitely  necessary  to  punish  him,  as  an  example  to  the  others.  Ibe  moment 
be'  (the  complainant)  was  about  to  carry  it  into  effect,  Brackley  snatched 
the  cane  ont  of  his  band,  and  ran  into  thb  play-grouud,  followed  by  hit 
eompanioo.
